On Doctor’s Orders

HAVANA (?\—Fidel Castro Monday laid aside his 
duties as leader of the Cuban revolution in obedience to 
his doctor’s orders to take a complete rest—‘‘both phys- 
ical and mental,” informed sources said. 


These sources reported the 
bearded Prime Minister had been 
persuaded with difficulty that re- 
covery from his three-week illhess 
will be slowed unless he drops all 
his work. His ailment has been of- 
ficially described as a lung infec- 
tion, generally taken to mean 
pneumonia. 


An official silence hid the an- 
swer to the question of who, if 
anyone, would move into the 
prime minister’s post during Cas- 
tro’s convalescence. 


THE BEST BET 


But the best bet was that Maj. 
Raul Castro, just home from tri- 
umphal visits to Moscow and 
Prague, will take over, at least 
until his older brother is | 
ly well. 


Raul, 28, once was named by 
Fidel as his successor if anything 
should happen to him. Castro also 
said: “If you think I’m radical, 
wait till you see my little broth- 
er.”

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Unpledged Electors 
Is Cockeyed Way 


The Democratic State Chairman of 
Mississippi typifies forked thinking on un- 
pledged electors. 

He backed Gov. Ross Barnett’s effort 
to reconvene the state convention and se- 
lect Democratic electors not pledged to 
the Kennedy-Johnson ticket. Yet he says 


he is going to vote for the Kennedy-John-’ 


son ticket. 

In other words, he would cast his vote 
for the ticket, but give other men the 
authority to withhold that vote. This is a 
strange business. 

It is not a good idea to give somebody 
else the authority to tinker with your 
vote. Yet Gov. Ernest Vandiver is con- 
vening Georgia’s Democratic Executive 
Committee Friday to ask Georgians if they 
want to do the same. He wants the com- 
mittee to ask the people to vote in the 
September primary on whether they want 
pledged or unpledged electors. Stated less 
decorously, the question would be whether 
you want to give somebody else the right 
to tinker with your vote. 

Gov. Vandiver says he personally is 
neutral. Yet he serves the cause of un- 
pledged electors by bringing it up as a 
primary issue. 

To ask a Georgian to vote in Septem- 
ber as to how mad he will be in Novem- 
ber is a little unrealistic, anyway. The 
campaign will hardly be started. 

And if Georgia voters turned out to 
be mad enough to vote away their No- 
vember franchise, the bolt could very well 
cost the state its chairmanships and influ- 
ence in Congress. 

Republican voters will try to bring this 
about by voting in the Democratic pri- 
mary and casting their ballots, of course, 
for unpledged Democratic electors. 


The scheme is cockeyed. We are be-_ 


ing asked whether we want to give some- 
body else the right to tinker with the 
vote we will cast in November. If we are 
going to bother to vote, we ought not to 
have to say whether we want it counted. 
We do.

Cheers for Schools 
Are Poor Substitute 


A large number of Georgia communi- 
ties continue to accord their schools more 
lip service than financial support. 


Sen. Wallace Jernigan, chairman of a 
joint legislative committee looking into 
educational problems, made an accurate 
appraisal of the situation the other day 
in an address to state school principals 
meeting in Athens. 


“Until we do better in supporting 
schools on the local level, we’re not go- 
ing to do right by the school children of 
Georgia,” he said. 

The state government ranks fifth in the 
‘nation in support of education. In local 
support it’s third from the bottom. 


Those communities who fail to live up 
to their responsibilities to their schools 
are leeches on those who do. 

Unrealistic property evaluations are 
depriving many cities and counties of 
potential industries, needed revenue for 
schools and other services. 

The state’s complicated chargeback 
formula penalizes school systems located 
in communities where taxpayers are 
carrying their share, or more, of the total 
tax bill for education. Corrections in the 
formula are long overdue. |

school children the most is the failure of 
sO Many communities to fulfill their fi- 
nancial responsibility to education. They 
cheer loudly for their hometown schools 
but are practically mute when it comes to 
fiscal support |

East Point, College Park 
Are Wise To Study Now 


The current study of a possible mer- 
ger of East Point and College Park of- 
fers an important object lesson to many 
communities in Georgia. 

There are two important facts at the 
bottom of the problem. 

1. East Point is just about hemmed 
in. Its industrial expansion, which has 
been among the most impressive in the 
state, will soon have to slow nearly to 
a halt. 

2. College Park is about to embark 
on a period of industrial expansion. Its 
present financial resources, while sound, 
are not large enough for that expansion 
to be rapid. 

So, what could be more natural than 
the two cities joining together? Each has 
something to offer the other: College 
Park, a frontier for expansion; East Point, 
greater taxable resources. 

There would, of course, be problems. 
It is even possible that after thorough 
study, the proposed merger will not be 
as attractive as it is at first blush. 
The committee investigating it is a blue- 
ribbon one, however, and residents of both 
cities can be sure their report will,be 
thorough and sound. 

Now is a good time for such a ay 
The cities are wise not to wait for the 
pinch before looking for solutions. There 
are other communities in Georgia—some 
growing, some not—that would do well to 
look for bold new ways to meet their 
responsibilities to their citizens. In this 
day of growth and change, too often the 
old ways don’t provide enough answers.

Nixon, as the 
presidential nominee, made an ac- 
commodation both with the left 
wing as represented by Gov.

Gold- 
water. 

Kennedy, as the Democratic 
presidential nominee, arranged a 
very similar truce as between the 
union labor faction of his party 
and the moderate to conserva- 
tive faction which is represented 
on the ticket by Sen.

Russia Worries 


Nixon, Kennedy 


WASHINGTON—The lowering clouds on the in- 
ternational horizon are worrying both presiden- 
tial campaign camps. The Republican leaders 


here and the Democratic strategists in Hyannis Port, Mass., are 
anxiously watching the cold-war barometer. Their concern is that a 
dangerous international situation is developing and that, apart from 
the risk that it might blow up into war accidentally, it may cancel 
every other issue in the whole campaign. 


Their uncertainty is that, if the 
tempo of Khrushchev threats and 
missile-rattling is stepped up, 
there is no telling whether such 
a grim state of affairs will turn 
voters away from Sen. Kennedy 
or turn them away from Vice 


- President Nixon. 


What they foresee is the pos- 
sibility that the course of world 
events, totally outside the con- 
trol of either nominee, will do 
more than anything else to decide 
the election. 

What is deeply disturbing the 
political leaders of both ‘parties 
is the whole pattern of Soviet} be- 
havior beginning’ with ru- 
shchev’s break-up of the ‘sum- 
mit in Paris — a pattern of be- 
havior which Secretary Herter de- 
scribed recently as completely 
inexplicable. Khrushchev has 
often: been abusive; now he has 
becoming threatening in the most 
reckless manner.

Despite his crippled back, Ken- 
nedy swam the three miles, tow- | 
ing behind him, by a life-belt | 
strap held between his teeth, the |

to reach the island. 


Two days later, the group 
moved to a larger island, a swim 
of three hours that Kennedy made | 
again with the engineer’s life-belt | 
strap between his teeth.

“I hope,” said Fred Caswell as he watched his 115-pound son, 
Dickie, scramble past a bruising 230-pound North lineman, “that 
Dickie will learn he can’t play football with these big people.

ELLIOTT’S JUST OLD DRAG, 


BUT DOESN’T GET HOOKED

Now I know how it feels to be a fish. For the 

better part of an hour I played the role of a 
lunker ‘except that my friend Jack Hogg didn’t 
use the word with quite that 
enunciation). Since breathing ~~ 
underwater presents somewhat 
of a problem to anyone not 
equipped with gills (or an aqua- 
lung), I was allowed to make 
like a fish on top of the water. 
The entire sequence building up 
to this is rather unusual, and 
here is what happened: 


A couple of weeks ago, Jack 
and Millie made a trip into 
North Carolina, where little 
Jack and Bebe are in summer 
camp. The primary purpose was to see their 
kids, but knowing Jack’s reputation as an angler, 
the fellow in charge of the camp asked him to 
bring along his rods and give the young campers 
a demonstration in casting. 


If you are acquainted with this fellow Jack 
Hogg, you already know that he is thoroughly 
competent in everything he does. So he planned a 
three-hour demonstration, which included show- 
ing the kids how to properly use fly, spinning 
and casting rods. One of his gimmicks was to 
dramatically open the tackle box of some rusty 
old angler, to show how many useless plugs and 
gadgets any guy can accumulate to wear out in 
the tackle kit trays. You’ve already guessed 
that he borrowed my tackle box for the stunt. 
Another trick was to land one of the budding 
Waltonites on a 6-pound test spinning line. 


That was his only failure. Each time he tried 
to turn a robust ‘teen-ager, the kid simply broke 
the line and swam on. When he brought my 
tackle box home he told me about it.

“Now,” he said, “I’ve got to find out how 
strong a line must be to stop a swimming boy, 


so when I go back to complete that job I won't 
flub the dub again. You are right well packed 
with lard around certain parts of your anatomy 
and I figure the test line required to hold you 
will certainly stop one of those boys.” 


I agreed to try the experiment with him last 
weekend at Burton Lake, as long as I was not 
required to strike a plug armed with trebble 
steel. On his dock he hooked a snap swivel 
through the top of my swim trunks (I was sure 
he’d pull ’em off) and tied a 6-pound line to it. 
I dived off the platform, started swimming away 
and at 30 feet Jack set back on the line. I hardly 
felt the 6-pound strand break. We went to 8, 12, 
15 and finally to the 20-pound monofilament I 
carry on my trolling rod. 


“You're going about this all wrong,” I sug- 
gested. ‘“‘Why don’t you set a tight drag on the 
reel and play me down?”’ 


“We'll try it,” he agreed. 
after is the actual breaking point when the line 
is snubbed up tight.” 


With the drag set at 15 pounds, it didn’t take 
long for my weary old carcass to flair itself out. 
When I was winded, Jack began the slow process 
of grinding me toward the dock. Like a tired 
fish, I was able to swing out against it two or 
three more times, but I grew weaker on each 
occasion and he finally landed me. 


I rebelled at being put on the stringer, so 
after I had rested a few minutes I swam against 
the 20-pound line again and this time he didn’t 
let the drag help him, but tried to pull me up 
short, as he had with the smaller strands. When 
the 20-pound line broke it twanged like a busted 
banjo string. But it did break. 


Since we had no line testing higher than 20, 
we had to discontinue the experiment. But it 
proved to me how very important that drag is, or 
if you don’t have a drag on your reel, the neces- 
sity of thumbing it only to slow a fish down. 
That first surge he gives after he’s hooked is 
much more powerful than his weight indicates.
